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1. ‘hon the Russians arrived at Neubrandenburg in 1945, they found, on the airfield 
and at the torpedo testing station on the Tollensesesa, about five hundred Messer 
schmitt type jet fivhter planes which they shipped to Russia. Most of these planes 
were in the hansars and particularly in an undéreround hangar which lies in an area 
of the field which is stronsly marded. Only Russian soldiers and workmen who Live 
in the reconditioned barracks may fo there, and they are not nema pte’ to leave the 
field. 


2. Since April 1949 about 450 workmen have been working on the reconditionine of the 
airfield. In June, a larce staff of Russian enzinsers arrived with about 1200 
men te comrlete tho work. About ons half of the new runway is completed and it 
is to be finished in September. The two orisinal runveys only needed to be re- 
paired in a few places. The new runway is sade of reinforced concrete and is to 
be about 3,800 meters lone. The radio direction finder station, at the north-west 
end of the field is not yet finished, but the Russian enginsers are working on it. 
The hanrars are once more in usable condition. The suard houses at the entrance 
to the field are intact. The rotor pool hanvar near the entranceto the field is 
also completed. 
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3. SThore are about 100 officers and “en stationed at the field. At the end of Aumust 
Shere yere eieht twin enrine rlanes narked on the hangar aprons which made flichts 

cae lastinry about two hours each during the daytine. Some smaller plares were parked
